Their contention was t h a t 
u nder the U. S. Su preme C ou rt's 
ru ling in the now famou s T u m e y 
ease, any c ou rt with a pecu niary 
interest in the ou tcome of a ease 
was disq u alified. 
Becau se part of 
the fine and costs 
in the F ain 
case wou ld g o to the g eneral fu nd 
of the cou nty a nd becau se J u dg e 
Blosser was a tax pay er, the de ­ 
fense 
attorney s 
contended th a t 
he was pecu niarily interested and 
therefore disq u alified. 
C om m enting u pon the case the 
appeals cou rt decision reads: “ No 
record that the ju dg e was a t a x ­ 
pay er as c h a rg e d is inclu ded in 
the ev idence, therefore the q u e s ­ 
tion was not properly presented. 
“ Assu ming th a t the said ju dg e 
was a ta x pay er, it does not fol­ 
low that he was for that reason 
disq u alified. 
“ The disq u alification aim ed at 
in the Tu rney ease was one a r is ­ 
ing from an indiv idu al and pe r ­ 
sonal pecu niary interest as dis- 
ding u ished from the interest held 
in common by all citizens who are 
tax pay ers

LOGAN ELH PARK WAS GREAT, BIO SUCCESS

Fully Six Thousand People From All Over the Country Met Sunday After­ 
noon At Famous Tree Where Chief Logan Delivered His Eloq uent, 
Pathetic Speech More Than One Hundred and Fifty Years Ago—

F. Carlisle Presided and Mr. Cameron Recited Address—Adelphi Band

The 153d anniversary of the day 
th at Logan, 'chief of the Mingoes, 
made his imm ortal speech under the 
fam ous Logan Elm, and the third 
anniversary of the Ohio Historical 
association, was duly celebrated Sun­ 
day afternoon with a fine program 
of speeches intermingled with a fine 
band concert given by the Commun­ 
ity band, of Adelphi. 
Koo-tut-pah-he-too, as he is known 
to 
his 
Indian 
friends, 
and 
which 
m eans “ Peaceful 
B ear,” 
was 
the 
main attraction. 
His fam ily name is 
Ralph Allen and he is a student at 
Denison university a t Granville. 
A crowd estim ated a t six thou­ 
sand people were curious to see the 
Indian and hear him talk, and he 
did not disappoint his big audience, 
altho he was somewhat late and did 
not appear until a portion of the pro­ 
gram had been rendered. 
Mrs. How­ 
ard Jones, the president of the Ohio 
H istory Day association, was some­ 
w hat worried and was fearful th at 
the great-grandson of 
the 
heredi­ 
tary chief of the Pawnee tribe would 
not show' up. 
He ex plained th at his 
tardiness was due to the action of 
his Ford. 
John F. Carlisle, of Columbus, who 
presided, filled in the program by 
introducing Lawrence Cameron, sen­ 
ior sagam ore of the Deerfoot tribe 
of Red Men of Columbus, who is the 
possessor of an ex cellent voice, and 
who recited Longfellow’s Hiawatha. 
In his rendition, y ou could alm ost 
see 
M innehaha (Laughing 
W ater). 
Mr. Cameron 
has a m ost 
ex cellent 
memory and his enunciation is al­ 
m ost perfect. 
The stellar attraction, Koo-tut-pah- 
he-too, is a man of small stature and 
weighs about 130 pounds. 
He has 
the prom inent nose and features of 
the real Redskin. 
He was attired 
in Indian dress and made a most 
favorable impression. 
In beginning he told bis audience 
th at he would try to ex press the feel­ 
ings within him, and he first sang 
several Indian songs; 
“ By the W a­ 
ters of M innetonka,” 
a Sioux sere­ 
nade ’a love song, “ From the Land 
of Sky Blue W aters,” and a song 
his grandm other used to sing, en­ 
titled “True Speaking to Each O ther.” 
The Indian has a 
low 
contralto 


voice and his songs were barely au­ 
dible to the m ajor portion of the 
crowd, as the breeze carried his voice 
from, instead of to, his 
audience. 
The same notes one 
hears 
in 
the 
songs of the Hawaiians and other 
members of the M alay race, were 
discernible in the singing of Koo-tut- 
pah-he-too. 
His them e was, “The Indian 
of 
Y esterday , Today and Tom orrow.” 
He said we are pictured as a lorde 
of painted barbarians. 
Christopher 
Columbus, in his first letter to his 
sovereign q ueen, said th at there is 
not a better people than these. 
The 
first word he interpreted from the 
Indian was 
the 
word, “welcome.*’ 
The speaker said, I do not come to 
y ou as an alien, but as one of the 
aboriginals. 
We introduced to the 
w'hite m an; cotton, tobacco and corn, 
Am erica’s three main crops, the three 
great money makers. 
His knowledge 
of w'ood lore is an acq uisition of civ­ 
ilization. 
The Indian produced two 
of y our great generals, Logan and 
Parker. 
In 
the 
Spanish-Am erican 
w ar, eighty -five per cent of the In­ 
dian population volunteered to fight, 
which was a larger ratio than any 
other race, and they also subscribed 
for 
$25,000,000 
worth 
of 
Liberty 
bonds in the World war. 
The Indian 
never broke a treaty , they left that 
to the whites. 
The Indian language 
does not contain a profane word and 
the Indian has not produced an in­ 
dividual who has been a menace to 
free government. 
The Indian is pictured today sit­ 
ting on a drooping horse and he is 
described as the vanishing race. 
He 
is not vanishing, he is increasing in 
num bers. 
We are buckling on the 
arm or of civilization, we are build­ 
ing on a sturdy foundation, and there 
are no limits or heights to which we 
may not aspire. 
Strong of mind and 
with the phy siq ue of our forefathers, 
we are especially adapted to attain 
accomplishments 
dented 
our 
fore­ 
fathers. 
The Indian in tim e will as­ 
pire to true American citizenship.

New York.—Forty th ousand electric 
Impulses 
a

waves wh ich travel 180,000 miles a 
second—th at is radio television today , 
and still It Is not fast enough to be 
practical. 
Now 
th at 
I lie transatlantic beam 
radio 
transmission 
and 
television 
h ave been accomplish ed, lay men may 
regard it as a sh ort step to th e time 
wh en 
scenes and speech es from 
a 
Geneva peace conference can bo ear 
ried into th eir h omes. 
But 
th e 
scientists 
and 
engineers 
wh o are Intrusted with th e task of 
bringing about someth ing of th at sort 
are doubtful. 
Th ey point out a m ulti­ 
tude of obstacles, and say th at gen­ 
eral use of television, especially for 
big scenes, may never be practical. 
Yet wh ile th ey doubt th ey are Indus­ 
triously attempting to remove th e ob­ 
stacles of television for such practical 
organizations as th e Radio Corpora­ 
tion of America and th e American 
Bell Teleph one company . 
In Actual Use. 
Ream 
transmission 
for 
messages 
and ph otograph s Is not only practical; 
it Is in actual use for messages from 
l.ondon to Cape Town, Canada and 
Australia. 
Th is autumn th e 
Radio 
corporation will put a beam line into 
operation between London and New 
York, in addition to its "undirected' 
broadcasting lines.

nou nced as time goes on, says H. J. 
Posson, associate mark et milk 
specia l­ 
ist of the United States 
Depa rtment 
of Agricu ltu re. 
As cities grow larger 
o r become more nu merou s, the milk 
su pply 
mu st 
necessarily 
be tra ns­ 
ported from greater distances and 
handled in larger qu antities. To with­ 
stand su ch treatment it mu st be pro­ 
du ced u nder the most sanitary con­ 
ditions. 
Fu rthermore, says Mr. Possen, there 
Is an increasing demand for clean 
milk on the part of the consu mer, and 
health officials are requ iring that Im­ 
proved sanitary methods be u sed In its 
produ ction. 
Unless care is tak en in 
produ cing it, therefore, great losses 
may resu lt from the rejection of milk 
by dealers or health departments and 
from the lessened demand for low- 
grade milk . 
The responsibility for 
clean mifk at the sou rce is placed 
squ arely on the shou lders of the milk 
produ cer. 
Produce Clean M ilk. 
By observing certain 
precau tions, 
clean milk can be produ ced with very 
little more effort than milk which is 
not clean. 
These precau tions are dis­ 
cu ssed by Mr. Posson In Leaflet No. 
3, Improved Sanitation In Milk Pro­ 
du ction. ju st issu ed by the depart­ 
m ent The first requ irement for clean 
milk is a herd of healthy cows. 
Once 
It Is determined by test that the cows 
are free from tu bercu losis and are 
otherwise healthy, 
pains shou ld be 
tak en to clean them thorou ghly before 
they are milk ed. 
Wiping the u dders 
with a damp cloth removes the danger 
of contaminating the milk by falling 
hair and du st particles. 
Since bac­ 
teria cau se milk to sou r they shou ld 
be k ept ou t of It by every possible 
means. 
Fu rther precau tions in the produ c­ 
tion of clean milk requ ire that only 
healthy people be employed in a dairy, ' 
that they wear clean clothing, and 
that milk ing be performed with clean, 
dry hands. The u se of small-top pails 
is recommended as a means of redu c­ 
ing the amou nt of impu rities that fall 
into the milk . 
Every dairyman shou ld be certain 
that he has a pu re, safe water su pply. 
Wells shou ld be located on the high­ 
est 
available 
grou nd. 
A 
separate 
dairy hou se or milk room shou ld be 
provided. Milk to be sold shou ld never 
he handled in a dwelling as there Is 
too mu ch chance of dangerou s con­ 
tamination In case sick ness occu rs in 
the family. 
Clean Utensils. 
Milk u tensils which are not prop­ 
erly washed or sterilized may be the 
greatest 
sou rce 
of 
contamination. 
They shou ld be rinsed inside and ou t­ 
side with lu k e warm or cold water as 
soon as possible after u se. then placed 
In a wash vat, scru bbed with a bru sh 
in warm water containing a soda ash 
or 
alk aline 
washing 
powder 
(not 
soap, rinsed 
placed In a sterlizing 
cabinet, and thorou ghly steamed. 
The best way to prevent mu ltipli­ 
cation of bacteria which u navoidably 
get Into the milk is to cool the milk 


i 
as soon as possible after 
It Is pro­ 
du ced and k eep it cold. 
Bacteria are 
tiny single-celled plants, which, lik e 
most other plants, requ ire warmth to 
grow. 
If milk Is cooled to 
5 0 de­ 
grees F. or below and held at that j 
temperatu re, bacterial development is 
very mu ch retarded. Milk 
shou ld not 
I only be k ept cold u ntil it leaves the 
farm bu t shou ld also be protected 
from the su n and warm air while be­ 
ing transported from farm to city.

Washington.— Are we on the verge 
of

demic like that of 1916? 
Late sum­ 
mer and early fall are the times when 
this little understood disease is most 
prevalent, but the number of cases re­ 
ported to the United States public 
health service in the last few weeks 
have shown a decided gain over those 
reported 
for

year. 
The figures for the week ending 
August 6 show ISO cases as opposed 
to

for 
the 
corresponding 
week of 1920, 
Ohio reports several 
widely 
scattered 
cases, while Cali­ 
fornia has 66 for one week alone. 
Like influenza, poliomyelitis, as in­ 
fantile paralysis is known to medical 
men, Is one of the unfinished prob­ 
lems on which scientists are still hard 
at work. 
It is believed to be caused 
by a filterable virus, which is spread 
by contact with articles that have 
been touched by tile infected person. 
From tile way in which epidemics 
have spread in the past it is thought 
that it must be transferred either by 
animals or human carriers, but at this 
time little has been definitely estab­ 
lished on this point 
In the big epidemic in New York 
city that occurred eleven years ago it 
was dearly shown that prompt hos­ 
pitalization of all cases that could he 
safely moved checked the spread of 
the disease more effectively than any 
other measure. 
Another outstanding 
point that emerged from this experi­ 
ence was the fact that isolation of 
groups of children from contact with 
other children or adults, even when 
carried out in 
tile midst of areas 
where the disease was prevalent, suf­ 
ficed 
to 
protect 
almost 
absolutely 
from infection.

Rockefeller 
Institute 
for 
Medical Research attempts have been 
made to immunize monkeys to polio­ 
myelitis but the results were too vari­ 
able to be useful. 
French workers have tried to use 
pieces of dried spinal cord after the 
same procedure as that followed in 
rabies treatment, but the results were 
too uncertain to be practical. 
Dr. E. 
C. Rosenow of Hie Mayo clinic has 
used an antistreptococcus serum to 
treat acute cases, but this has not re­ 
ceived any general application.

Judge Peter J. Blosser is not 
disqualified to 
hear and 
deter­ 
mine liquor cases because he is a 
taxpayer, the 
District Court of 
A ppeals has ruled. 
The decision 
was handed down in the case of 
Jess Fain, plaintiff in error ver­ 
sus the State of Ohio, defendant 
in error. 
Fain was convicted bv Judge 
Blosser of unlaw fully selling in­ 
toxicating liquor. 
His attorneys, 
Day and Rais, filed a motion to 
dism iss the case on the ground 
that Blosser was a taxpayer anil 
therefore interested in the out­ 
come from 
a pecuniary 
stand­ 
point. 
Their contention was that 
under the U. S. Suprem e Court'* 
ruling in the now famous Tum ey 
case, any court with a pecuniary 
interest in the outcom e of a ease 
was disqualified. 
Because part of 
the fine and costs 
in the Fain 
case would go to the general fund 
of the county and because Judge 
Blosser was a taxpayer, the de­ 
fense 
attorneys 
contended that 
he was pecuniarily interested and 
therefore disqualified. 
Com m enting upon the case the 
appeals court decision reads: “ No 
record that the judge was a tax­ 
payer a s charged is included in 
the evidence, therefore the ques­ 
tion was not properly presented. 
‘ Assum ing that the said judge 
was a taxpayer, it does not fo l­ 
low that lie was for that reason 
disqualified. 
“The disqualification aim ed at 
in the I'umey case was one aris­ 
ing from an individual and per­ 
sonal pecuniary interest as dis­ 
tinguished from the interest held 
in common bv all citizens who art* 
taxpayers 
in matters 
regarding 
public revenues and taxations. 
The objection here made, if al­ 
low ed, would render all 
judges 
and citizens incom petent to aet 
in any criminal case. 
Such a sit­ 
uation was not intended to nor 
does it follow the rule announced 
in the 'I’umey case.” 
Tile A ppelate 
Court affirmed 
Judge Blosser s 
decision in the 
Fain case. 
Day 
and Rais laid 
similar lines for appeal in var­ 
ious other liquor eases, m aking 
the .same claim that Judge B los­ 
ser, as a taxpayer, was disquali­ 
fied from hearing or determ ining 
the ease in point. 
The derision 
announced 
nullifies 
appeals 
in 
these 
other 
ease*..— Chillicothe 
M ows-Advertiser.

The 153d anniversary of the day 
that Logan, 'chief of the Mingoes, 
made his immortal speech under the 
famous Logan Elm, and the third 
anniversary of the Ohio Historical 
association, was duly celebrated Sun­ 
day afternoon with a fine program 
of speeches intermingled with a fine 
band concert given by the Commun­ 
ity band, of Adelphi. 
Koo-tut-pah-he-too, as he is known 
to his Indian friends, and which 
means “Peaceful 
Bear,” 
was 
the 
main attraction. His family name is 
Ralph Allen and he is a student at 
Denison university at Granville. 
A crowd estimated at six thou­ 
sand people were curious to see the 
Indian and hear him talk, and he 
did not disappoint his big audience, 
altho he was somewhat late and did 
not appear until a portion of the pro­ 
gram had been rendered. Mrs. How­ 
ard Jones, the president of the Ohio 
History Day association, was some­ 
what worried and was fearful that 
the great-grandson of the heredi­ 
tary chief of the Pawnee tribe would 
not show up. 
He explained that his 
tardiness was due to the action of 
his Ford. 
John F. Carlisle, of Columbus, who 
presided, filled in the program by 
introducing Lawrence Cameron, sen­ 
ior sagamore of the Deerfoot tribe 
of Red Men of Columbus, who is the 
possessor of an excellent voice, and 
who recited Longfellow’s Hiawatha. 
In his rendition, you could almost 
see Minnehaha (Laughing Water). 
Mr. Cameron 
has a most excellent 
memory and his enunciation is al­ 
most perfect. 
The stellar attraction, Koo-tut-pah- 
he-too, is a man of small stature and 
weighs about 130 pounds. 
He has 
the prominent nose and features of 
the real Redskin. 
He was attired 
in Indian dress and made a most 
favorable impression. 
In beginning he told his audience 
th§t ho would try to express the feel­ 
ings within him, and he first sang 
several Indian songs; 
“By the Wa­ 
ters of Minnetonka,” 
a Sioux sere­ 
nade ‘a love song, “From the Land 
of Sky Blue Waters,” and a song 
his grandmother used to sing, en­ 
titled “True Speaking to Each Other.’* 
The Indian has a 
low 
contralto 


voice and his songs were barely au­ 
dible to the major portion of the 
crowd, as the breeze carried his voice 
from, instead of to, his 
audience. 
The same notes one 
hears 
in 
the 
songs of the Hawaiians and other 
members of the Malay race, were 
discernible in the singing of Koo-tut- 
pah-he-too. 
His theme was, “The Indian 
of 
Yesterday, Today and Tomorrow.” 
He said we are pictured as a Horde 
of painted barbarians. 
Christopher 
Columbus, in his first letter to his 
sovereign queen, said that there is 
not a better people than these. 
The 
first word he interpreted from the 
Indian was 
the 
word, “welcome.’’ 
The speaker said, I do not come to 
you as an alien, but as one of the 
aboriginals. 
We introduced to the 
white man; cotton, tobacco and corn, 
America’s three main crops, the three 
great money makers 
of wood lore is an acquisition of civ-1 
ilization. 
The Indian produced two 
of your great generals, Logan and 
Parker. 
In the Spanish-American 
war, eighty-five per cent of the In­ 
dian population volunteered to fight, 
which was a larger ratio than any 
other race, and they also subscribed 
for $25,000,000 
worth of Liberty 
bonds in the World war. The Indian 
never broke a treaty, they left that 
to the whites. 
The Indian language 
does not contain a profane word and 
the Indian has not produced an in­ 
dividual who has been a menace to 
free government. 
The Indian is pictured today sit­ 
ting on a drooping horse and he is 
described as the vanishing race. 
He 
is not vanishing, he is increasing in 
numbers. 
We are buckling on the 
armor of civilization, we are build­ 
ing on a sturdy foundation, and there 
are no limits or heights to which we 
may not aspire. Strong of mind and 
with the physique of our forefathers, 
we are especially adapted to attain

The need for using improved meth­ 
ods in producing the public milk sup­ 
ply 
becomes 
more 
and 
more 
pro­ 
nounced as time goes on, says R. J. 
Posson, associate market milk special­ 
ist of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 
As cities grow larger 
or become more numerous, the milk 
supply 
must 
necessarily 
be 
trans­ 
ported from 
greater distances and 
handled In larger quantities. To with­ 
stand such treatment it must be pro­ 
duced under the most sanitary con­ 
ditions. 
Furthermore, says Mr. Possen, there 
Is an Increasing demand for clean 
milk on the part of the consumer, and 
health officials are requiring that Im­ 
proved sanitary methods be used In its 
production. 
Unless care is taken In 
producing It, therefore, great losses 
may result from the rejection of milk 
by dealers or health departments and 
from the lessened demand for low- 
grade milk. 
The responsibility for 
clean milk at the source Is placed 
squarely on the shoulders of the milk 
producer. 
Produce Clean Milk. 
By observing certain 
precautions, 
clean milk can be produced with very 
little more effort than milk which is 
not clean. 
These precautions are dis­ 
cussed by Mr. Posson In Leaflet No. 
3, Improved Sanitation In Milk Pro­ 
duction. Just Issued by the depart­ 
ment The first requirement for clean 
milk Is a herd of healthy cows. 
Once 
it is determined by test that the cows 
are free from tuberculosis and are 
otherwise healthy, 
pains should be 
taken to clean them thoroughly before 
they are milked. 
Wiping the udders 
with a damp cloth removes the danger 
of contaminating the milk by falling 
hair and dust particles. 
Since bac­ 
terin cause milk to sour they should 
be kept out of It by every possible 
means. 
Further precautions In the produc­ 
tion of clean milk require that only 
healthy people he employed In a dairy, 
that they wear clean clothing, and 
that milking be performed with clean, 
dry hands. The use of small-top pails 
Is recommended as a means of reduc­ 
ing the amount of Impurities that fall 
Into the milk. 
Every dairyman should be certain 
that he has a pure, safe water supply. 
Wells should be located on the high­ 
est 
available 
ground. 
A 
separate 
dairy house or milk room should be 
provided. Milk to be sold should never 
he handled In a dwelling as there Is 
too much chance of dangerous con­ 
tamination In case sickness occurs In 
the family. 
Clean Utensils. 
Milk utensils which are not prop­ 
erly washed or sterilized may be the 
greatest 
source 
of 
contamination. 
They should be rinsed inside and out­ 
side with luke-warrn or cold water as 
soon as possible after use, then placed 
In a wash vat, scrubbed with a brush 
in warm water containing a soda ash 
or 
alkaline 
washing 
powder 
(not 
soap, rinsed 
placed In a sterllzlng 
cabinet, and thoroughly steamed. 
The best way to prevent multipli­ 
cation of bacteria which unavoidably 
get Into the milk Is to cool the milk 
as soon as possible after It Is pro­ 
duced and keep It cold. 
Bacteria are 
tiny single-celled plants, which, lik« 
most other plants, require warmth to 
grow. 
If milk Is cooled to 50 de­ 
grees F. or below and held at that 
temperature, bacterial development Is 
I very much retarded. 
Milk should not 
I only be kept cold until It leaves the 
farm but should also be protected 
from the sun and warm air while be­ 
ing transported from farm to city.

acid. 
The amount of calcium will vary from 
20 to 50 per cent hut It usually runs 
between 30 and 35 per cent.

ground 
limestone may contain as much as 98 
per cent calcium compounds. 


Blanching Celery While 
Growing Is Best Method 
If celery 
is 
not 
blanched 
while 
growing the green stalks can never 
be fully blanched. The common meth­ 
od 
of 
blanching 
and 
perhaps

best way Is to hill up the growing 
celery as It grows, with earth. 
It 
will blanch slightly when stored In 
a cellar or lf grown In 
pots and 
placed In the cellar, but when stored 
for winter most of the white stalks 
are new growth made by moving ma- 
i terials 
from the older 
stalks 
and 
leaves to form the newer stalks and 
leaves. 
This new growth will be 
practically white when the sun does 
nut shine on them.

New York.—Forty thousand elect He 
impulses

waves which travel 180,000 miles a 
second—That Is radio television today, 
and still it Is not fast enough to be 
practical. 
Now 
that 
tim transatlantic beam 
radio 
transmission 
and 
television 
have been accomplished, laymen may 
regard it as a short step to the time 
when 
scenes and speeches from 
a 
Geneva peace conference can bt* car 
ried intd their homes. 
But 
the scientists 
and 
engineers 
who are intrusted with the taste of 
bringing about something of that sort 
are doubtful, 
They point out a multi­ 
tude of obstacles, and say that gen­ 
eral use of television, especially for 
big seen es, may never be practical. 
Yet while they doubt they are indus­ 
triously attempting to remove the ob­ 
stacles of television for such practical 
organizations as the Radio Corpora­ 
tion of America and the American 
Bell Telephone company. 
In Actual Usa. 
Beam 
transmission 
for 
messages 
and photographs is not only practical; 
it is in actual use for messages from 
bondon to Cape Town, Canada and 
Australia. 
This autumn the 
Radio 
corporation will put a beam line into 
operation between London and New 
York, in addition to Its "undirected” 
broadcasting lines. 
But 
tile beam, which 
takes only 
about one-fourth as much power e> 
generally radiated broadcasting, is riot 
tile slim pencil of energy visualized 
by am ateur prophets 
it is rather a 
cone, which spread* so mile ii In t rav­ 
eling 3,ooo miles across the Atlantic 
tlint nobody really knows how broad 
it is at the base. 
The power picked up at the end of 
the line Is too weak ti; overcome in­
